Latest $2,234,800 Approved

WASHINGTON, Feb. . 28.—The 
Missouri Pacific Railroad Co. today 
was authorized by the- Interstate 
Commerce Commission to borrow 
an additional $2,234,800 from the 
Reconstruction Corporation.

taxes. 

Besides Mellon, now 
States Ambassador to Great 
Britain, David H. Blair, one-time 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
and Alexander W. Gregg, former 


acting general counsel of-the Reve- 
nue Bureau, are named defendants. 

Olson quit the stock market in- 
vestigation after charging that he 
had not been given a free hand. 

He accuses Mellor not only of 
failing to collect $100,000,000 in de- 
linquent taxes from the steamship 
lines but of placing the Govern- 
ment in such a position that it was 
forced to refund $10,000,000. 

Olson’s action is based on a stat- 
ute of 1863, making Federal of- 
ficials liable far double the amount 
of damages. Under the statute a 
citizen may sue in behalf of the 
United States, with whatever 
amounts collected going to the 
Treasury. 

Olson’s attorneys allege that the 
Treasury officials wrongfully per- 
mitted the steamship companies to 
make amended tax returns based 
on the revenue act of 1921 instead 
of the acts of 1916, 1917 and 1918. 

The suit charges that Mellon con- 
ferred with steamship officials in 
March, 1927, “for the purpose of as- 
sisting said companies in attempts 
to defeat the claim of the United 
States.”

PAUL BERN INQUIRY ENDS 
WITH VERDICT OF SUICIDE 


Los.. Angeles Investigators Issue 
Statement on Death of Jean 
Harlow’s Husband.

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 28.—“The 
movements of every person in close 
relationship to Paul Bern are ac- 
curately accounted for with ample 
corroboration. We are definitely 
of the opinion at this time that 
Paul Bern died as a suicide.”

“Delighted at encouraging reports 
and am hoping and praying for a 
speedy recovery.” 

Wounded Man Leaves Hospital. 

Russell Caldwell of Coconut 
Grove, Fla., who was shot in the 
forehead by Zangara at the same 
time Cermak was wounded, was 
discharged from the hospital today. 
William J. Sinnott, New York po- 
liceman, shot in the face, was dis- 
charged previously. 

Mrs. Gill,‘ who received a 
wound in the abdomen, still was in 
a serious condition, but Dr. T. W. 
Hutson, her physician, said he was 
convinced she would recover. An 
infected condition in the bullet 
wound is causing some fever, Hut- 
son said, but it is not higher than 
would be expected.

Tom Roan Acquitted in Shooting,

FORT PAYNE A Ala., Feb. 28.— 
After a two-year fight for freedom, 
Tom Roan, fiction writer, was ac- 
quitted today at his third trial in 
the slaying of Dr. W. P. Hicks.

PASSED BY MISSOURI HOUSE 


Weeks Measure Goes to Senate—If Accepted 
There It Will Be Effective 90 Days After 
Legislature Adjourns.

House, without a dissenting vote. 
It received 121 favorable votes. 

The bill now goes to the Senate. 
Original plans to rush the bill 
through both houses, with ‘an emer- 
gency clause that would make it 
effective when it was signed by 
the Governor, have been modified, 
to eliminate the possibility of le 
gal defects that might be over- 
looked in hasty passage. 
_ In its present form the bill does 
not carry an emergency clause. If 
such a clause is not added by the 
Senate, the bill would become ef- 
fective 90 days after the adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature. 

Handled as Caucus 

The bill was made a caucus mea- 
sure by the Democratic majority 
in the House: There was no dis- 
cussion of the provisions when the 
bill was called up for passage to- 
day, as a special order of business, 
and Speaker Meredith immediately 
ordered the roll called. 

While the bill provides a method 
of creating a convention to ratify 
or reject any proposed Federal 


constitutional amendment, it was 
drafted with the special view of 
early action upon the proposed 
amendment repealing the Wight- 
eenth Amendment, which has been 
submitted to the states. 

Dry members of the House, while 
not satisfied with provisions of the 
bill calling for a statewide vote,

of delegates either unanimously fa- 
vering or unanimously opposing a 
proposed amendment, instead of 
electing the delegates by districts, 
offered no opposition to its passage.

The 
voters would have a choice of vot- 
ing for the delegates favoring the 
amendment, or for those opposing 
it, but the names of the delegates 
would not appear on the ballot. The 
set of delegates receiving the high 
vote would be seated, as a unit. The 
convention would have 68 members, 
two from each senatorial district.

New York Stock Exchange 
Head Calls for Accurate 
Financial Statements by 

 Publicly-Owned Concerns 


By the Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, Feb. 28.—Every 
possible means must be adopted to 
safeguard the vast number of in- 
yestors who furnish capital to in- 
dustry, in the opinion of Richard 
Whitney, president of the New York 
Stock Exchange, to insure a return 
to normal conditions. 

Speaking before the Cleveland 
Chamber of Commerce today, Whit- 
ney deplored the “ephemeral 
prophets” of bygone “boom” days, 
urged better corporation reports, 
stricter accounting practices, and 
uniform laws relating to the issu- 
ance of securities and the forma- 
tion.of new corporations. 

He pointed out that “we shall 
need all of our wisdom and all of 
courage” in solving the existing 
economic problems. 

“In spite of present discourage- 
ments,” he said, “we must remem- 
ber that the depression has not 
paralyzed scientific progress nor 
halted invention. New products 


moment awaiting the return of eco- 
nomic equilibrium, and a new flow 
of investment funds into the pro- 
ductive effort of men’s brains and 
hands. 

“Thrift and private investment 
are not, therefore, simply a phrase 
of our past—they are an imfpera- 
tive need now and for the future, 
and they must be safeguarded. We 
have borne the risks of pioneering 
and colonizing a continent. We 
must now, through thrift, self-con- 
trol and individual initiative, com- 
plete the task of building a gréat 
civilization.” 

Sound Business Methods. 

Whitney said he believed that one 
of the insistent demands of the day 
was for the re-etsablishmént of 
sound principles and sound business 
methods in every line. 

“Confidence. must be restored,” 
he continued, “if we are to return 
to a nomal level of business condi- 
tions, and assurance is needed that 
the errors of the past will not be 
repeated. I do not hold with some 
people in believing that mere criti- 
cism of what has happened in the 
past will solve our present prob- 
lems, but one fact cannot be ig- 
nored—in the days of prosperity 
we were careless of the qualifica- 
tions of many of those who were 
entrusted with positions of impor- 
} tance and power and gave them our 
confidemece too readily.” 

Following the war, Whitney add- 
ed, people were ready to listen to 
anyone who promised prosperity. 

“The. appearance of success,” he 
said, “was enough to _ establish 
leadership and to attract large num- 
bers of followers. The entire civil- 
ized world has seen the rise and 
fall of these ephermeral prophets. 
Stinnes of Germany, Oustric in 
France, Hatry in England, Lowen- 
stein in Belgium and England, 
Kreuger in Sweden and elsewhere 
throughout the world; and others 
in this country had their day.” 

“It now develops,” he declared,

parent success of these men lay not 
rin the fact that they were estab-

He re- 
called that the Stock Exchange for 
years “has been urging the publica- 
tion of corporate reports in such 
manner as to show not only the 
true facts but also to serve as far 
as possible as an indication of earn- 
ing capacity.” 

“Blue sky laws,” Whitney  be- 
lieved, are not a_ substitute for 
“sound uniform laws governing in- 
corporation. 

“If we wish really to prevent the 
distribution of unsound securities, ’ 
he said, “we should strike at the 
root of the matter and prevent the 
issuance of such securities instead 
of merely preventing the sale of 
them after they have been issued. 
The attempt of our states to reg- 
ulate security sales is an example 
of the old adage that an ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of 
cure.” . 

Uniform Corporation Law. 


A uniform corporation law, he ex-’ 
plained, could “establish proper 
penalties for officers or directors 
who publish misleading statements 
or prospectuses.” 

“In short,” he added, “by a uni- 
form law governing incorporation, 
the possibility of abuse in the is- 
suance and sale of securities which 
is inherent in the existing situation 
can be prevented. A Federal cor- 
poration law might be enacted, but

A great in- 
dustrial nation is controlled by its system of 
credit. Our system of credit is concentrated. The 
growth of the nation, therefore, and ali our activ- 
ities are in the hands of a few men, who, even 
if their reactions be honest and intended for the 
public interest, are necessarily concentrated upon 
the great undertakings in which their own money 
is involved and who, necessarily, by every reason 
of their own limitations, chill and check and de 


sponsible only to an organized money interest, to 
those who will be made responsible to an organized 
citizenship.” 
Mr. Roosevelt said at Columbus last August: 
We find twothirds of American industry con- 
centrated in a few hundred corporations, and 
actually managed by not more than 5000 men. 
More than half the savings of the country were 
invested in corporations, stocks and bonds, which 
were made the playthings of the stock market. 
Fewer than three dozen private banking houses 
and stock selling adjuncts in commercial banks 
direct the flow of all our capital. In other words, 
direct flow of all our capital. We have concen- 
trated economic power in a few hands. 
Unfortunately, a people mad with excess and in- 
toxicated with gambling, just as Prof. Roland G. 
Usher has shown us the people of Spain were when 
riches were showered upon them by Mexico and Peru, 
were in no mood to heed the warnings of Mr. Wilson 
and Mr. Brandeis. We are perhaps more receptive to 
reform now than we were to prophecy then. 

The thing had to come to exactly what it did come 
to. It was so with the South Sea Bubble. It was so 
with the Mississippi Bubble. 


It is a bitter lesson, but a lesson we had to learn. 


MISS PERKINS AND HER PREDECESSORS. 

In his scheduled appointment of Miss Frances Per- 
kins (in private life Mrs. Paul Wilson) to be Secre- 
tary of Labor, Mr. Roosevelt is departing from tradi- 
tion in more ways than one. He is inviting a woman 
to sit in the highest council of the nation for the 
first time, and he fs reversing the Harding-Coolidge- 
Hoover policy of choosing a labor politician for this 
important ‘portfolio. 

Unlike former Secretary Davis, who worked as a 
steel puddler in the remote past, and Secretary Doak, 
who, in the equally remote past, was employed as a 
railroad yardman, Miss Perkins has no background 
of manual labor. She does not need window dressing 
of this spurious sort. For more than 20 years, fol- 
lowing her schooling at Mount Holyoke and Colum- 
bia, Pennsylvania and Chicago universities, she has 
been actively interested in labor problems, and today 
is New York State’s Commissioner of Labor. In that 
period, the relationship of capital and labor in New 
York has been revolutionized, and to Miss Perkins 
belongs a large measure of credit for the change. 
From the day in 1911 when she witnessed the tragic 
Triangle shirtwaist factory fire, in which 146 giris 
lost their lives for lack of adequate safety measures, 
Miss Perkins’ life has been devoted to improvement 
of labor conditions. 

What a contrast her career offers to those of Davis 
and Doak! Davis, now under indictment for con- 
Spiracy to violate the national lottery laws, spent 
most of his life as an organizer of the Loyal Order 
of Moose, an occupation that enabled him to enter 
the Harding Cabinet as a millionaire. He spent his 
tenure of office toadying to the administration, and 
conducting himself just as any other ultra-conserva- 
tive politician would do. If a single outstanding 
service to the cause of labor can be attributed to him, 
we are unable to name it. 

Doak’s career, in office and out, is an even more 
striking instance of reaction in the name of labor. 
For many years, Doak has been an office holder in 
the Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen. A typical 
labor politician, Doak has been allied with the most 
conservative elements in organised labor's ranks. He 
made his great bid for future preferment at the hands 
of the Republican party in 1924 by refusing to sup- 
port Senator La Follette, the Labor candidate for Presi- 
dent, and declaring for Coolidge. He is charged by 
labor leaders with wrecking and destroying the Unit- 
ed States Railroad Labor Board, set up for the pro- 
tection of the lower-paid rail workers, and with 
swany other disservices to the labor cause. 

As Secretary, Doak is chiefly noted for his spec- 
tacular and brutal deportation of aliens, a counter 
part of A. Mitchell Palmer's hysterical Red hunt of

agents invaded homes, factories, churches and dance 
halls, even stooping to pull men out of bread lines 
and flop houses, using tactics that brought forth the 
severe crfticism of the Wickersham Commission. As 
Secretary, also, he deserted organized labor, includ- 
ing his own union, by opposing the Wagner bill for 
employment exchanges, and put over a so-called re- 
organization of the Federal Employment Bureau,

Small wonder, upon reviewing the records of Davis 
and Doak, that Mr. Roosevelt declined to appoint an- 
other labor politician to office, turning instead to a 
woman whose past gives every assurance of a bril- 
liant administration of an office that, in these times, 
needs not only the high intelligence Miss Perkins pos- 
sesses, but the sympathy and ardor for the worker 
that have marked her career in New York. 
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ONCE A GRAND DUKE. 

The death is reported from his exile in France of 
Grand Duke Alexander Michailovitch, brother-in-law 
of the last Czar of Russia, whom the world has come 
to know and admire, since the terrorism of the Revo- 
lution, as a man of parts. Many books of Russian 
reminiscence have found their way into print, but 
Alexander's “Once a Grand Duke,” it seems to us, is 
the most engaging of them all. From a childhood of 
Spartan discipline and rigorous education, the youth 
moved into the glamour of the great world, lived en 
familie with his cousins, the Romanoffs, danced. 
dined and philandered, like the pranky gentleman ad- 
venturer he was. But, sailor-trained, he loved the 
sea and his ship, and sighed wearily betimes at the 
vacillation and political incapacity of Nicholas and 
the neurotic superstition of the Czarina. One may, 
by the accident of birth, inherit a crown, but one 
must be a considerable measure of a man to wear it. 
Poor. Nicholas! With no gift for statecraft, convert 
always to the last courtier to get his ear, happy in 
his garden far from the strife and intrigue of poli- 
ties, a purpled provincial, he impotently prepared his‘ 
own and the nation’s doom. “The Bear That Walks 
Like a Man,” that cast its forbidding shadow across 
Asia and Europe, in Kipling’s jingoistic imagination. 
was really as toothless as a stuffed toy, and the won- 
der is, as Alexander saw and told it, that “Adam- 
sad” wasn't tumbled into an abyss years and years 
before the dreadful night of Ekaterinberg.

Do We Need a Dictator? 


Mere appointment of dictator will not solve our problems, Nation says; with large 
majority in Congress, Roosevelt will get ample support if he offers definite, work- 
able program; if he has none, additional power will not provide wisdom; writer 
asserts that time has not come to abandon faith in our democratic institutions. 


From the Nation. 


O WE need a dictator? Emphaticaliy 
D not: Nothing in the existing situation, 

grave, critical and menacing as it is, 
warrants the overthrow of our system of 
government or the concentration in the 
hands of the incoming President of powers 
which are not already his under the Con- 
stitution. Congressional government has not 
broken down. The time has not come to 
abandon our faith in our democratic insti- 
tutions, or to proclaim to the world that they 
cannot stand the stress and strain of the 
present economic crisis. 

There is no inherent virtue or wisdom in 
a dictator not to be found in a President. 
The mere appointment of a dictator. or a 
dictatorship of three or five, will not in it- 
self solve any of the innumerable problems 
before us. Similarly, it should be clear that 
the so-called obstructionist tactics of the 
Congress are not wholly responsible for the 
failure of the country to recover from. the 
slump or to see before it a clear road to the 
restoration of our lost prosperity. 

What we'are suffering from is far less the 
weaknesses. of the Congress than the total 
absence of clear-cut, wise and constructive 
leadership in the White House. After all. the 
executive is there to lead, not only because 
he is the head of his party, but because he 
is also the head of the nation. The truth is 
that we have had no White House guidance 
of a progressive kind, none to challenge the 
imagination or to sketch our far-reaching 
policies, since the first two years of Mr. Wil- 
son’s administration. 

We have had from Mr. Hoover the weak- 
est kind of effort to provide a program for 
the country and its parliament. He miscon- 
ceived the crisis from the beginning, misrep- 
resented it to the public, announced that it 
was rapidly passing by and was nothing to 
be worried ‘about. When he was forced to 
admit the gravity of the situation, he was 
unable to make any worth-while recommen- 
dation. 

It is not possible to know at this date 
whether Mr. Roosevelt will be able to prove 
to the country that he has sufficient know!l- 


The truth is that we are again 
@ mere slogan in our old 
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est powers over the administration of the 
Government and over expenditures which it 
is possible to grant him under the Constitu- 
tion”—just as if the President did not al- 
ready possess all the powers which the Con- 
stitution allows him. No latent presidential 
powers are hidden in the Constitution, to be 
conferred upon the President by Congress. 

Mr. Lippmann is also certain that we must 
choke off “unlimited debate and obstruction” 
in both houses of Congress, and he wants to 
restore to the executive certain rights and 
powers which have been “usurped” by Con- 
gress because of congressional yielding to 
petty local influences. Is there anything in 
the situation which could not be squarely 
met by an executive of courage, indepen- 
dence and force, ready, as were Woodrow 
Wilson and Grover Cleveland in their time, 
to go over the head of Congress and appeal 
to the public if Congress should prove re- 
calcitrant? Indeed, Congress is waiting 
for just this sort of leadership. 


Moreover, when Congress meets again 
there will be an overwhelming majority of 
Democrats. Doubtless unduly large majori- 
ties are unwieldy, but in this emergency, the 
party leaders will be only too happy to fol- 
low Mr. Roosevelt's requests, if he proves 
that he knows his own mind, has a program 
and is determined to put it through—even to 
the extent of withholding patronage until he 
achieves it. But if he fails to do this, ham- 
stringing the Congress and laying the foun- 
dations for a complete dictatorship will not 
help us. 

But even if this should aid us temporar- 
ily, it would be better to suffer the delays 
which may come from a stupid and fright- 
ened Congress than to open the way for a 
dictator. Let us not have even the nose of 
that camel thrust into the tent of American 
Government, let alone his head. One needs 
only to look at the latest dictator in Europe, 
Adoif Hitler, to see how quickly the liberties 
and rights of individuals may be menaced by 
a demagogue certain that his country’s par- 
liament also is of no further use, that his 
ideas are the cure-alis for his country’s ilis.

CHICAGO, Feb. 28-—The long 
fight of Baseball Commissioner 
Kenesaw M. Landis against the 
“farm” system, today was a lost 
cause, with the acceptance by the 


minor leagues of the transfer rule 
adopted last December by major 
league club owners. 

The new rule will permit major 

“Jeague clubs to release a player on 
option three timez and release him 
the fourth time to one of its farm 
clubs. The old rule, in the enforce- 
ment of which Landis went to court 
two years ago, permitted three op- 
tional releases, but the fourth re- 
lease had to be outright to a club 
not affiliated with the major league 
team. 

Landis contended that the new 
rule was illegal, until the minors 
accepted it. The minors were rep- 
resented by Judge William G. Bra- 
ham of Durham, N. C., president of 
the National Association of Minor 
League Clubs. President William 
Harridge, Edward G. Barrow of the 
New York Yankees, and L. C. Mc- 
Evoy of the St. Louis Browns, sat 
in for the American League, and 
the National League representa- 
tives were President John A. Heyd- 
ler, and Sam Breadon and Branch 
Rickey of the St. Louis Cardinals. 

Landis successfully went to court 
to compel the Browns to refease 
Outfielder Fred Bennett, after he 
had been shifted about among Se

How- 
ever, he must be careful not to bid 
that void suit until after he has 
already bid two other suits, other- 
wise the opening bidder would have 
no means of knowing that it was a 
cue bid and not a secondary suit. 
Such holding is of no use for no- 
trump play, and the responding 
hand must first assure himself that 
he will be able to get the bid in 
one of his suits. Consequently you 
must not shade the primary trick 
requirements because of a void suit 
or make a jump take-out in a suit 
not headed by the proper honors. 
Biddable four-card suits may be 
freely bid secondarily in order to 
secure the declaration.

Confidential Talks With 


Mothers and Fathers. 


by Alice Judson Peale 
, Shocks 


NE psychological discovery of 

recent years is that neurotic 

disturbances may be traced 
back to certain shocking experi- 
ences. 

A young woman, for instance, is 
afraid of horses and her fear dates 
from her sixth year when a runa- 
way horse nearly killed her. 

A boy was compelled to enter 
the death chamber of his grand- 
mother and since that time has 
awakened night ‘after night with 
terrified outcry. A boy of 6 has 


_|fantastic emotional outbursts in 


which he tears his hair, his eyes 
roll out of focus and he lays about 
him with the utmost violence. The 
attacks date from the evening on 
which he saw his intoxicated fath- 
er beat his mother. 

Yet. contrary to what was first 
thought, such shocking experiences 
are not the original cause of the 
individual’s difficulty. If they 
were, every child who had been sub- 
jected to shock would develop nerv- 
ous difficulties. a, 

Many children pass untouched 
through experiences which have a 
distorting influence upon the be- 
havior of others. For this reason 
as well as others it is known that 
a child brings to a shock a certain 
mental predisposition. This predis- 
position lies in part in the quality 
of his emotiona! relations to his 
parents. 

Where this attitude toward them 
is marked by a strong conflict of 
feeling, where love struggles with 
jealousy, hate and antagonism, 
shocks are likely to be permanent- 
ly harmful. 

Children who are secure in their 
parents’ affection, whose love for 
them does not suffer from too much 
conflict, can assimilate experiences 
which are quite shattering to oth- 
ers. Thus the greatest safeguard is 
to be found not in surrounding the 
child’ with a wall of protection, but 
in keeping his relation to his par- 
ents open and affectionate.
